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BEES. 

Thos. Henderson, of the Rabbit Hill, gives 
the following particulars regarding his experi- 
ence in bee keeping during the past year. Mr. 
Henderson began keeping bees in 1888, and has 
been successful ever since, Last fall he put 29 
hives in the bee cellar in the latter part of Octo- 
ber and all lived through the winter ; but since 
coming out in the spring five of the queens have 
died from unknown causes. The swarms thus 
left queenless were doubled with other swarms. 
The loss of queens has been the chief and indeed 
almost only difficulty with which Mr, Hender- 
son has had to contend. There is abundance of 
bloom and a long honey season, and the amount 
required by the bees to winter on is very small, 
The hives were set out on April 20th this year 
and the bees began gathering honey at once and 
have continued ever since, except that they 
were interrupted by cold weather for about a 
week. Mr. Henderson numbers all his hives 
and weighs them in fall and spring to find out 
the quantity of honey consumed by the bees dur- 
ing the winter. The following is the weights 
in fall and spring respectively of the 29 hives : 
1054 lbs—98 lbs ; 86—78; 118—97, the queen 
of this swarm died in the spring; 124—107, 
queen «lied in spring ; 794—74; 68—63; 85- 
80; 80-71); 1045—98, this swarm has given 
another swarm this season; 1044—98; 1194 
110; 95—91 ; 95—87 ; 71—66; 110—99; 119 
107 ; 854-80, the queen of this swarm died in 
spring ; 108—98, queen imported last year; 79 

-72; 754—78 ; 108-984, queen died ; 894— 
834 ; 925-86; 894—85 ; 76 —71, queen imported 
year before last; 1004593 ; 100$—94 ; 914 
93; 102--96, queen died. From this it will be 
seen that the maximum consumption of honey, 
during the winter, was 17 Ibs. Of twoswarms 
which consumed respectively 17 and 16 pounds 
both queens died in spring. The swarm con- 
suming the minimum of four pounds remained 
healthy throughout. A majority of the swarms 


required only from four to eight pounds of 
honey. ~~

THE LAND OFFICE. 


No doubt the rights and wrongs of the 
events which have taken place at Edmon- 
ton since Saturday last will be very wide- 
ly discussed, and no doubt those who cor- 
ruptly attempted to use their official posi- 
tion to advance their own private interests 
to the inconvenience and loss of the gen- 
eral publie will find plenty of lick spittle 
apologists, who will stop at no limit of de- 
famation of this country or its people to 
draw attention from the acts of these cor- 
rupt officials —hogs, who look upon the 
government only as a_swill factory, and 
who will squeal for or against anything, 
on the chance of thereby securing a great- 
er share of swill. The removal of the land 
office was deliberately intended—or it was 
a side scheme. The removal was intended 
to be permanent—or it was only partial 
and temporary. It was for the public con- 
venience—or it was to boom private pro- 
perty. If the decision to remove the office 
was arrived at, after full information and 
consideration, on the grounds of public in- 
terest; why the secret flitting? Did not 
the public interest and convenience and 
the welfare of the public service require 
that due notice of the removal should be 
given so that people who had business to 
transact on the north side could close it up 
before the office was removed ; and did it 
not require that proper accommodation for 
the office should be provided before  re- 
moval? Is it in the public interest to hawk 
books containing practically the titles to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars werth of 
land from an established office to a box 
tar—to establish a perambulating land 
office? On the face of the affair, it is 
plain that there was no well considered 
intention on the part of the government ; 
and as plain that it was what 
the people supposed, a side scheme 
put up by the local agent, the inspector of 
agencies and the minister of in erior at the 
instigation of those very slick gentlemen, 
Osler, Hammond & Nanton, who trusted 
if they got away with the office quietly to 
be able to give sufficient reasons for keep- 
ing the town office closed, That the re- 
moval was intended to be entire and 
permanent the advertisement of the agent 
plainly shows.

partial removal was contemplated; or the 
agent exceeded his authority in his zeal 
for his own private interests, in which case 
he should be permitted to devote all his 
time to the advancement of those interests 
at his own expense. In what way the pro- 
posed removal was for the convenience of 
the public it is difficult to see, unless the 
Saskatchewan is the mostextraordinary river 
in the world and has only one bank. If the 
majority of the people requiring to de busi- 
ness at the land office in getting wood and 
hay permits or making homestead en- 
tries resided or were homesteading on the 
the South Side the argument might be 
good but when as a matter of fact a large 
majority of those requiring wood and hay 
permits reside on the north side, where 
also the majority of homesteads are being 
taken, the argument is absolutely and en- 
tirely false. If the only business farmers 
had in life was to deal with the land office 
it might bea convenience to have the 
office onthe side of the river on which 
they lived, but when they are compelled to 
come te town from time to time to sell 
their produce or purchase supplies it is very 
much more convenient for them to have 
the land office near the principal centre of 
business, no matter which side of the river 
it may be on, than to have it on any parti- 
cular side. If at wasonly intended to es- 
tablish a temporary branch office for the 
benetit of incoming settlers, would it not 
have been much more in order to have esta- 
blished one at Peace Hills, forty miles 
south, where there is a large influx of new 
settlers, rather than only two miles away 
from the existing office? It is amply evi- 
dent that the convenience of new settlers 
or old was the smallest consideration affect- 
ing the proposed removal. There is only 
one reasonable reason and that is that it was 
attempted in order to boom Osler, Ham- 
mond & Nanton’s town site. To enhance 
the value of town lots there by creating 
the impression that the government was 
about to repeat the Regina experiment and 
pour out hundreds of thousands in public 
buildings, to boom the property of a few 
men, They would like incoming settlers 
to believe that the suuth bank of the Sas 
katchewan river is the boundary, beyond 
which it would be useless to go. To belit- 
tle the extent, advantages and resources of 
the vast region to which Edmonton is the 
gateway, and of which it is the commercial 
centre, To this the people of Edmonton 
object, and it is in the interest of the whole 
country that their objections should be sus- 
tained,

Rev. Mr. Morin left on Wednesday's train for 
Mantreal to return ina few weeks with another 
colonist party of over 50 persons from the pro- 
vinees of Quebee and Ontario and from the 
United States. Mr. Morin isa most energetic 
colonizer. Since he brought through his 
first colony, in March of 1891, one hundred and 
twelve homesteads have been taken by members 
of his parties in townships 55 and 56, ranges 25 
and 26, where there was only a single ranch 
before that time. This settlement is called 
Morinville in honor of its founder, and a post- 
office of that name is shortly to be established 
on section 6, township 56, range 26, about 12 
miles north of St. Albert... Besides the colonists 
Lrought through by Mr, Morin fifteen or twenty 
others have also taken homesteads. The tar 
springs recently discovered are lorated in this 
settlement, about sections 29 or 30, in township 
56, range 26. Besides the settlement of Morin- 
ville, 28 of Mr. Morin’s. colonists have taken 
homesteads in St. Albert settlement and 14 at 
Fort Saskatchewan, north side. . In all, since 
March ‘91, Mr. Morin has brought, in 321  per-

sons, of whom forty were from the States and | 


the rest from Quebec, Ontario and Belgium. 
The new settlers have 435 acres under cultiva- 
tion this season, A meeting of French speak- 
ing residents of St. Albert and Edmonton, was 
held on Tuesday night to raise funds to enable 
Mr. Morin to open an emigration office in Mont- 
real where samples of Edmonton products could 
be kept and information distributed.
